headed by Premier Maura, resigned to- 
day on the express demand of King Alfon- 
to. The Morgceean war, the anti-clerical 
situation and the world-wide protest fol- 
lowing the execution of Francisco Ferrer, 
the Barcelona anarchist, were the prim- 
ary causes of the fall of the cabinet. 

The cabinet which resigned today w1s 
formed Jan. 26, 1907, with the following 
ministers: 

Premier, Senor Maura, foreign affairs, 
Senor Allendesalazer; justice, Marquis 
de Figueroa; finance, Senor Besada; in- 
terior, Senor de Lacierva; war, General 
Linares; marine, Senor Ferandiz; agri- 
culture, commerce and public works, 
Senor Sanchez Guerra, and education, 
Senor Rodriguez San Pedro. 

The cabinet was Conservative and suc- 
ceeded in power thé fall of no less than 
five Liberal ministries in.the preceding 18 
months. 

The religious issue had been the root 
of these disBensions and the return to 
power of Senor Maura, leader of the 
Conservatives and who had before held 
the premiership was regarded as a sweep- 
ing victory for the Clericals and one 
like to arouse a revolutionary spirit. 
This proved to be the case, the opposi- 
tion finally uniting in opposition to the 
government’s conduct and furtherance of 
the war in Morocco. The stern measures 
taken to put down the recent anti-war 
outbursts in Spain tended to inflame the 
opposition and the execution of Ferrer 
followed by popular displays of disap- 
proval brought matters to a crisis. 

When Parliament reopened the Liber- 
als, Republicans and Socialists bitterly 
assailed the government, but the cabinet 
showed a disposition to fight for its life. 
Then came the reported scene between 
King Alfonso and Premier Maura when 
his majesty is said to have bitterly re- 
proached the premier for failing to give 
him an opportunity to exercise the royal 
prerogative in a pardon for Ferrer.

Prendergast, the former premier, renewed 
its attack upon the government.

The campaign committee of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor has issued a 
statement to the effeew that the feder- 
ation has no grievance against any man- 
ufacturer who signed the protest to pro- 
tect’ his plant, So far as the campaign 
committee can do it this absolves Mr. 
Foss of any blame’in connection with 
the matter. 

An organization of British-born men is 
being formed to support Mr. Foss and the 
Democratic ticket this year. The first

Some believe in a ship subsidy. Some 
believe in ocean mail subvention. Some 
believe in neither. | Some believe in both. 
The friends of mail subvention are even now 
striving to make it clear that they would 
under no circumstances consent to be known 
as friends of ship subsicly. 

The truth of the matter is that what 
| the merchant marine commission favors, 

through the medium of the measure to be 
presented to Congress, and what President Taft indorses and goes 
so far as to promise to recommend and support, 1s a mail subvention 
that to all intents and purposes will be a ship subsidy. 

There is no occasion for drawing the line so fine ‘here as to 
leave what might turn out to be a false impression. . The vessels 
that are to be aided in carrying on commerce under the measure 
that will, it is hoped, pass Congress next winter are to be financially 
assisted, as British ships are now assisted, with the purpose of indem- 
nifying their owners for any losses they may suffer by performing 
the service required. 

There is less occasion now than ever before for disguising the 
real meaning of the mail subvention movement, for the average 
American is better acquainted now than he has ever been before with 
the facts relating to the decline of our shipping. These facts stand 
out too boldly to be overlooked and too plainly to be misconceived. 
Our ships today are carrving scarcely a greater amount of the coun- 
try's ocean commerce than they carried a hundred years ago. The 
value of imports and exports carried in American vessels in 1825 was 
$180,000,000 ; in 1901 4S185,000,.000, In the same period the value of 
American imports and exports carried in foreign bettoms increased 
from $15,000,000 to $1,919,000,000, At the present time American 
vessels are carrying less than eight per cent of our foreign commerce. 
The tonnage of American merchantmen is now 200,000 less than it 
was 100 years ago. 

One of the newspapers that has attacked the subsidy did so on 
the ground that it would not lower the ocean rates, but was intended 
sunply to fill the pockets of the shipowners, and then, rather incon- 
sistently, went on to say: “The shipper can hardly hope for addi- 
tional shipping facilities, for the sea-carrving trade is almost always 
overdone, profits and wages at sea are generally low, idle shipping is 
tied up in nearly every port, and the existing companies are only too 
eager to get cargoes for any destination and to increase their service 
at the least prospect of an increased demand.’ Every word of this 
is an argument for a ship subsidy. lf ever an industry needed 
stimulation it is the American merchant marine. If it is stagnant 
it is because profitable avenues of trade are not open to it. 

What the measure now in hand aims to do is to open them. 
The world is not asleep. There should be no idle ships in American 
ports; there would be none if we reached out as we should for for- 
cen trade. 
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Tue fact that the campaign orators are devoting themselves to 
cuestions to which the people are not particularly devoted just at 
present may, and probably does, account for the thinly attended 
meetings we hear so much about. 


Since the idea of a coalition ministry in 
the tirst Union Parliament has been defi- 
nitely abandoned, it is logical that the gov- 
ernment party in Cape Colony, the Transvaal 
and the Orange River Colony, which justly 
looks forward to a majority in the Union 
government, assumes that its leadership will 
carry with it the premiership. It is agreed 
that General Botha and former President 
Steyn of the Orange Free State are the most 
likely candidates. This party has been quite anachronously termed 
the Dutch party ; in Cape Colony it is represented by the Dutch A fri- 
kander Bond which, however, has had its majority considerably 
reinforced by the so-called South African party, whose components 
dre nearly all of British descent. In the Transvaal it calls itself the 
“Het Voik” party, but here the British reinforcement js even stronger, 
for it was only the support of the Nationalists and Laborites that 
gave the government their majority. = For in the Transvaal more 
than half the electors.are British, though their vote is swamped out- 
side the towns, and the Het Volk members‘alone hold a bare half 
of the Transvaal Parliament. These Nationalists, it is thought, will 
disappear in the Union Parliament, while the British wing of the 
Bond in Cape Colony is expected to survive. As for the Orange 
River Colony, the British minority is reduced to two or three. like 
the Dutch minority in Natal. Natal and the Orange River Colony 
will, in fact, exactly counterbalance;each other in the Union Parlia- 
ment. Aside from the fact that the separate majority of the parties 
in power in Cape Colony, the Transvaal and the Orange River 
Colony must shrink in the process of becoming a fusion majority 
in the Union, because of certain provisions in the constitution, it 
remains to be seen how the Bond of the Cape, the Het Volk of the 
Transvaal and the Unie of the Orange River will work together. 
There is the color question, for example, on which the Bond has for 
years antagonized the other two Dutch parties. 

Although at first considered out ofthe race, Premier Merriman 
of Cape Colony, an Englishman, yet a leader of the Bond, is gradu- 
ally coming to the front. Cape Colony somewhat resents the Trans- 
vaal's preponderance aid it is coneeivable that, notwithstanding cer- 
tain past dissensions, the Bond may put Mr. Merriman forward in 
preference to General Botha. The Bond, it must be added. will 
have the strongest Dutch section, numerically, in the Union Parlia- 
ment, and if joined by the Orange River Unie. or even one half of 
it, they can outyote the Transvaal, The opposition made up of the 
“Progtessives’ in all four states, but in the majority only in Natal, 
has no chance of carrying the premiership, but there is but one voice 
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as to the leader—Dr. Jameson of Cape Colony. He is the only 
man sufficiently known and trusted, not locally but throughout South 
Africa, to lead the United Progressive party in the Union. It is 
evident that if Natal could furnish a great leader he would command 
more influence even than Dr. Jameson, because of the solid British 
vote of Natal. But he is not to be found at present. . 

As for the Transvaal, it is unfortunate that the interests of 
the Progressives there conflict to a certain extent with those of coast 
Progressives. As with the opposite party, the divergence is about 
one of the vital issues of South African political development ; there 
it is the native question,ghere it is the tariff and railroad problem. 
How the free trading interests of the inland districts can be recon- 
ciled in matters of railroads and customs with those of the protec- 
tionists of the coast, is one of the problems for the solution of which 
the South African Union has been formed. Its present aspect seems 
to exclude a Transvaal progressive froma the leadership. That the 
choice should fall on Dr. Jameson is regarded as especially fortunate 
in view of his ability to conciliate and weld opposing interests. 
General Botha, it will be remembered, made notable use of Dr. 
Jameson's mediatory qualities during the negotiations for the South 
African Union. That was not only an excellent omen for the 
successful execution of Dr. Jameson’s task in welding the Progres- 
sive party together, but, in canceling dividing memories, it augured 
strongly for British and Dutch cooperation in United South Africa.

Again, L. B. Stillwell and Henry St. Clair Putnam, in behalf of 
the American Institute of Ilectrical Engineers, have made a report 
showing that electrification of every mile of railroad in the United 
States would result in a saving ot Operating expenses of 18 per 
cent, or $250,000,000 a vear, based on the 1905 statistics of railroad- 
ing furnished them by the interstate commerce commission. In the 
vear just named the expenses per mile were $9598, and it was esti- 
mated that the use of the high-class electrical equipment now available 
would reduce this figure to $5255. This, after making all allowances, 
would mean a net saving over steam of $635 per mile. Their report 
concludes: “In other words, it appears that the entire railroad system 
of the United States could be operated today at less cost by the electric 
motor than by the steam locomotive. That the railroads in general, 
if so equipped, would realize a large increase in earning power will 
be admitted by all who have given the subject intelligent attention.” 

All that is necessary, then, is to convince the railroad managers 
of these facts. To do this the painstaking methods that are now 
being followed are the most effective. Argument, well supported by 
fact, will go a greatdeal farther in this pafticular than agitation. 
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A NEW line of direct steamers between Boston and Galveston 
will be helpful to the commerce of both ports, and, incidentally, the 
boats ought to become popular for winter excursions. 


TWENTY-FIVE hundred enumerators will be engaged in taking 
the federal census in Massachusetts, and they will have all they can 
do without stopping to talk politics or football.

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SENATOR GGALLINGER ot New Hampshire. 
who has just returned to his home from 
Europe, where, vice-chairman of 
waterways commission, he, with his asso 
ciates, has been studying the river and canal 
commerce of the British Isles and the Con- 
tinent, seems to have brought back with him 
an impression that will be rather disappoint- 
ing to the friends of inland water transpor- 
‘tation in this country. In fact, an interview 
with him makes it clear that his name will be . 
report on the subject, whether that report comes from the mayors 
or the minority of the commission. He summarizes the propositions 
now before Congress—or the leading ones—in such a manner as to 
leave no doubt with regard to his attitude. The fourteen-toot 
waterway from the lakes to the gulf, which would mean, he sand, 
the deepening of the Chicago drainage canal, the building of new 
canals, the canalization of the Mississippi river to the gulf of Mexico, 
and the maintenance of a fourteen-foot channel “would be an almost 
superhuman work, the cost of which would be as uncertain as the 
cost of the Panama canal.” 

‘The scheme forthe development of an inside route of waterways 
from Boston to Florida, and similar projects, would, 1f carried out, 
he declared, involve the expenditure of billions of dollars, and he 
added: “Notwithstanding the facilities for the transportation of 
freight in Europe by rail and water, it is very doubtful if transporta- 
tion charges are any cheaper, if as cheap, as they are in this country.” 
And he concluded: “Of course our harbors and our rivers must be 
improved by the federal government, but it is rather late in the day 
for the United States to engage in the building of canals: on a large 
scale.” 

This will disappoint those who want the federal government to 
take over the entire responsibility of constructing a system of inland 
wate1 ways, and those as well who want inland waterways developed, 
and on a large scale, but by the states that are most deeply concerned 
in them. 

The “improvements —so called—of existing waterways have 
already cost the nation as much as might be sufficient to construct a 
great canal system. Many friends of the inland waterway move- 
ment desire to have these “improvements” stopped, not because 
further federal aid would not be helpful if properly applied, but 
because they are conscientiously opposed to the employment of 
federal money for sectional, state or local purposes. 

Senator Gallinger will, doubtless, elaborate his statement later. 
In the meantime, at all events, it must be regarded as an interesting 
and a striking coincidence that he should have spoken in this manner 
on the very eve, so to speak, of President Taft's journey down the 
Mississippi, and just as final arrangements are being made for the 
convention of the Atlantic Inland Waterways Association at Nor- 


folk, Va. 
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| Hussern Hitm1 Pasnma, grand vizier of the 
Ottoman empire, not long ago had occasion 
to express himself categorically on the sub- 
ject of the nationalist agitation in Egypt. 
His attention was called to the nationalist 
manifesto summoning the British govern- 
ment to withdraw its troops from the Nile 
valley, no other than Ottoman suzerainty 
being acknowledged there. Hilmi Pasha 
‘promptly declared that the Turkish govern- 
ment had no relation whatever with the Young Egyptian nationalists, 
and, further, that it desired none. ‘We have no criticism to offer on 
the Egyptian situation, which we find satisfactory such as it is,” 
Hilmi Pasha added, “and while we would not, of course, object if 
it changed according to the wishes of the nationalists, we shall never, 
of our own accord, do anything to bring about any change whatso- 
ever. 

For a damper on the enthusiasm of-the recent Young Egypt 
congress in Geneva, this statement from the highest Ottoman_source 
is superlative. And yet there may be more than mere brag in the 
answer of the nationalist leader that during his recent visit to Con- 
stantinople he was assured by the Young Turks of their firm inten- 
tion to bring up the Egyptian question for settlement as soon as the 
eeneral situation of the empire had become clarified. At that rate, 
British rule in Egypt is still good for some time. But the point is 
not whether the Turks will ever be able to intervene in Egypt; it is 
whether their attitude—the authentic one—justihfes and encourages 
the hopes of the Egyptian nationalists. The grand vizier says “no” 
in terms that could not be more emphatic, but in the same interview 
he also says, in answer to a very pointed question, that he does not 
know the Young Turk committee of union and progress personally. 
He does know that it exists, but that is all. As for its interference 
in government matters, he 1s positive that there is no such thing, the 
universal opinion to the contrary notwithstanding. 

Kor these utterances the grand vizier has been severely criti- 
cized by the Tanine, the same Young Turk paper that ousted Ferid 
Pasha and Nouradonghiam Effendi, former miimisters of the interior 
and of public works. They, like Hilmi Pasha, are Old Turks, who 
had made themselves impossible through their pronounced pro- 
German leanings. Hilmi Pasha is now the only Old Turk of prom- 
inence in the Young Turk*government, and there are signs that the 
Tanine is preparing the final campaign that shall concentrate the 
power wholly in Young Turk hands. How the grand vizier could 
assert that the Young Turk committee had no influence on ‘the gov- 
ernment is incomprehensible in the face of the fact that the ministers 
of the interior, of public instruction and of finance are all members 
of the committee, the first of these three, Talaat Bev, by the way, 
being slated for future grand vizier. , 

The inference ts that Hilmi Pasha’s utterances are neither can- 
did nor reliable and that they do not disprove the Egyptian national- 
ists’ assertions of an understanding with influential Young Turks. 
Since the Young Turks are divided in several groups, especially on 
questions of foreign politics, ‘such assertions are plausible. In these 
circumstances it will be of particular interest to note the policy of 
the new Ottoman high commissioner in Egypt, Raouf* Pasha, the 
first successor of Ghazi Moukhtar Pasha, who has just reached his 
post in Cairo and on whose activity great expectations are placed for 
strengthening the bonds between Turkey and Egypt. 
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Tue fellows of Harvard thanked the Boston Elevated Railroad 
Company for “its efficient service of passengers, and courtesy, on the 
occasion of the inauguration of the president.”
